The Director, Bureau of Indian Education has responsibility for these funds.

Criteria for Distribution: The Special Higher Education Program (SHEP) is a three-pronged program
that supports BIE’s commitment to education and the goals for higher education. As tribes seek to
develop their communities in economically disadvantaged rural areas, they require trained professionals
to plan and implement tribal development goals. Many of these professionals need the knowledge that
they can acquire by pursuing post-secondary degrees.

The SHEP program is designed to bring professionals to Native communities. The first component is
supplemental financial assistance to American Indian and Alaska Native students for graduate level study.
The second component funds students to attend the Pre Law Summer Institute (PLSI), an intensive two
month summer orientation program that helps prepare American Indian and Alaska Native students
entering the field of law.

The final component was the Loan for Service Program designed to provide financial assistance through
loans to eligible American Indian and Alaska Native degree candidates who seek employment with BIE,
BIA, or a federally recognized tribe upon graduation.

The BIE contracts operation of this program annually through 2 contracts:
e The American Indian Graduate Center [SHEP
e The American Indian Law Center [PLSI]).

The SHEP and PLSI contractors award fellowships through an application process and demonstrated
desire to return and assist Native populations with priority given to Tribal College and University
applicants.

Distribution Process:
o |A Budget notifies the Bureau of Indian Education Budget of the total Special Higher Education
Scholarships as appropriated by Congress. (within 5 days of apportionment)

e Contractors review and process applications and forward proposed recipients to BIE.
o The BIE approves all applicants before contractor awards.
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
